"Mrs. Crosier left the Reed house about 


9 o'clock Friday evening, and Mr. Reed 
accompanied her a short distance. Upon 
Mr, Keed's return shortly after 9 o'clock, 
he called at n meat innrket to get some 
ice, and stated to a friend there that he 
was going to have a visitor ovtir night. 


"A team was seen in Heed's yard un- 


harnessed about 10.30 tbat evening by 
Mrs. Bressair, who lives directly opposite 
the Reed hous>e, and from who^e windows 
the team could be plainly seen. 


"Mrs. Fairfield, who Jives next door to 


Mrs. Bressair, says that about 1 o'clock 
Saturday morning she was engaged in 
mopping up her floor, preparatory to go- 
ing awav the following day, when she 
heard a team coming through the lane 
from the Reed house. Looking out she 
saw it pass her door (only a low lence lay 
between), and heard the horse at the same 
time neigh. She states that there was one 
man in the team, and tbat he wore a light 


! hat, and that the team looked tike a Con- 
cord buggy. 


"She also states that about 10 minutes 


after the horse and buggy left the lane 
she saw a man come out, but she did not 
see him sufficiently well to identify or 
describe him. 


"Now it happened that as a gentleman 


was leaving town that morning, and 
hurrying to catch the early train, he saw 
a carriage containing two men, driving 
hurriedly in the direction one would be 
obliged to take in order to go to Mosier's 
place, which is on the Barrett farm, about 
two miles from the depot toward Savoy 
in Cheshire. The description he gives of 
these men and the team tallies with that 
of Mosier's. This team tallies traced up 
River street past the Eclipse mills, and 
the junction of River and Eagle streets, 
up through the main thoroughfare, where 
it was seen as described by the gentleman 
who was hurrying to catch the morning 
train. This gentleman has been away ior 


two weeks and given this information 
upon his return. 


"1 find also from investigation that Mo- 


sier the sime Saturday morning asked 
a man visiting his farm if he had tlie 
morning paper published in North Ad- 
ams, and the party replied: 'What in the 
devil do you want of a papet?1 


"Mosier was never known to buy a 


paper or look for one previous to this 
time, 


"Mosier bears a very bad reputation 


here. 


"The facts of the case are: 
"That Mosier was sson in Reed's com- 


pany six or seven hours previous to the 
murder; that lie owed Reed money; that 
Reed had stated to his sister, 121 the 
presence of Mrs. Crosier, that Mosier had 
promised to pay him some money the 
following day; that Reed told the man in 
tlie market tbat he was to have com- 
pany over night; that a horse came into 


tha Reod yard, or rather, that an unhar- 
nessed team was seen in the yard; that 
a team containing one man was seen to 
leave the yard at or about 1 o'clock Satur- 
day morning; that a man was seen to 
leave ten minutes Inter, showing an ac- 
complice; that a team containing; two 
men was seen about this time going ia 
the direction of Mosier's farm; that the 
description tallied with that of Mosier, 
and that the same morning later he was 
anxious to get a North Adams paper, and 
that Mosier bears a bad reputation, have 
ing served time for attempted robbery 
and assault. These facts should justify 
the officers in immediately examining 
Mosier." 


This story T>y this surpassing detective, 


who has taken opportunity in his self- 
commendatory article to revile at the 
North Adams officers and state they are 
playing a game of bluff, is in part without 
any foundation of fact and in part is old 
and useless. The story in the main is not, 
new to the officers. 
'Vhen' it got to their 


ears it was thoroughly investigated and 
found to be of no value. The stories told 
by the women mentioned in the Traveler's 
scare have been given to tue public by the 
TRANSCHIPT more than once as readers 
will recognize. It was not thought neces 
sary to indirectly accuse anyone in THE 
THANSCJUPT columns of murder as some- 
local and outside papers have done, so 
THE TRANSCRIPT did not attempt to 
weave a web around Mr. Mosier or any 
bther person because he was found to 
have business dealings with Mr. Reed, 
had been seen in his company and WRSex- 
pected to visit him the day he was found 
murdered.

Vet 
this is not infrequently the result when 
the daughter has no income of her 
own, earns no money—by her parents' 
own wish—and simply has to ask for 
what she wants. Only women who 
have it to do have the faintest concep- 
tion of the misery there is in asking 
for every penny, even when the pence 
are ungrudgingly given in return for 
the asking. Wives dislike it when they 
are dealing with excellent husbands, 
and when they have but to show an 
empty purse to have its yawning com- 
partments promptly replenished. And 
daughters, more than 
wives, recoil 


from going to papa every time they re- 
quire a new ribbon or a pair of shoes, 
every time a new gown is wanted, ev- 
ery time they wish to bestow some- 
thing in charity. The having to ren- 
der an account is humiliating, and the 
girl envies the superior independence 
of her brother, who is in business or 
in a profession, and is master of his 
own 
finances. 
Girls in well-to-do 


households, where there is no visible 
straitness of means, are often much 
happier when working for their own 
support than when 
receiving 
what 


their parents give them. 


A good preparation for a girl's al- 


lowance is made by judicious parents, 
who begin when their daughters are 
children, and from an early age accus- 
tom them to the management first of a 
small, then of a gradually increased al- 
lowance. In the beginning, the girl 
knows nothing of the value of money, 
she does not know what we may style 
the thrift of good spending, she can- 
not buy her clothing without waste, 
But if intrusted, with funds and guid- 
ed in their use, she learns by degrees 
how to exercise a stewardship over 
money, and she will better control her 
finances, whether large or small, her 
life long, for the apprenticeship 
s.he 


serves in the days when first she has 
something of her own to care for. The 
wise parent will not hesitate to let 
the little girl know the inconvenience 
of poverty if in those early days she 
spends the whole of her allowance in 
the first few hours of its possession. 
Only by the actual management of 
money does a person arrive at the 
stage wnen it is regarded with the 
proper measure of respect and apreci- 
ation.—Harper's Bazar. 


- Tally Sticks. 


That tally sticks were nt one time provty 


general may be concluded from the derive 
tion of the word "score." 
In its original 


signification n "score" is a "scar," a cut 
made in a counting stick. 
So also a 


"tally" is derived from the French taille. 


Tho Roman numerals are derived from 


scores. 
1'hoy wero mere notches out In 


wood originally. The V for five was a rudo 
representation of the outspread Hand, and 
tho X in like manner symbolized oil ten 
fingers; the IV was a comparatively hao 
Innovation; originally the IV was repre- 
sented by four strokes, or notches, as in 
clock dials. 


The old Celtic alphabet—the Ogham 


writing—was of 
very similar natuic. 


It consisted of notches out at the cor- 
ner of a square stone or else from a 
stem line. 
The letters B, L, F, S, X 


are formed by cutting strokes at right 
angles to the stem line on the right hand, 
and the letters H, D, T, C, Q by strokes 
at right angles to the left. 
Thus, a single 


stroke to the right Is B and to tho left is 
H, two to the Tight art L. and the same 
number to the toft is D. Three to one slda 
ara F, three to the other are T. Long 
strokes, numbering from ono to five, out- 
ting the stem diagonally, expressed M, G, 
Kg, St, B, and short strokes, numbering 
from one to five, cutting across the stem at 
right angles, give the vowols. 


It Is easy to see that the tally stick was 


used for numbers before tho alphabet was 
thought of by our Celtic forefathers. Hav- 
ing proved Hie tally stick valuable; for ac- 
counts, they applied it for writing mes- 
agi's on1 rods anil memorials on tombs,— 
Chambers' Journal.

Useful Gift for a Bachelor. 


"Pity 'tis, 'tis true," that often our 


poor bachelor friends must sew on 
their own buttons in cases of emer- 
gency, and the good angel who pro- 
vides these unfortunates with the nec- 
essary implements and appliances will 
confer a favor that will call down un- 
numbered blessings on her head. A 
man wants a thing that is easy to 
get at, and does not require much 
search, and nothing seems to 
meet 


these requirements as well as the 
bachelors' baskets described in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs: 


First, the basket should be plain in 


appearance—quite mannish in fact— 
so as not to suggest a feminine be- 
longing; round and open, not having 
any top, and the appointments should 
be simple and without 
decoration. 


The colors should be chosen with a 
view to the man's preferences regard- 
ing college or club life. Yale blue, 
Harvard crimson and Princeton or- 
ange and black, making good, service- 
able furnishings, and the various com- 
binations of the different clubs afford 
a great variety of choice.

The llriivest Deed. 


A group of old soldiers, both Confed- 


erate and Federal, were recently swap- 
ping stories of the Civil War. At last 
they fell to comparing the greatest acts 
of bravery that each had known, and 
a Southerner told the following story: 


"It was a hot July day in Is64, and 


General Grant was after us. Our men 
bad hurriedly dug out rifle pits to 
protect themselves from the Federal 
sharpshooters, and dead and dying 
Feds were lying up to the very edge 
of those pit! 


"In one of those pits was p,n un- 


gainly, raw, red-headed boy. He was 
a retiring lad, green as grass, but a re- 
liable fighter. We never paid much at- 
tention to him, one way or the oth- 
er. 


"The wounded toad been lying for 


hours unattended, before the piis, and 
the sun was getting hotter. 
They 


were suffering horribly from pain and 
thirst. Not fifteen feet away, outside 
the rifle-pit, lay a mortally wounded 
officer who was our enemy. 


"As the heat grew more intolerable, 


this officer's cries for water increased. 
He was evidently dying hard, and his 
appeals were of the most piteous na- 
ture. The red-headed boy found it 
hard to bear them. He had just joined 
the regiment and was not yet callous 
to suffering. At last, with tears flood- 
ing his grimy face, he called out: 


" 'I can't stand it no longer, boys! 


I'm goin' to take that poor teller my 
canteen.' 


"For answer to this foolhardy speech 


one of us stuck a cap on a ramrod and 
hoisted it above the pit. Instantly it 
was pierced by a dozen bullets. To 
venture outside a step was th« mad- 
dest suicide. And all the while we 
could hear the officer's moans: 


" 'Water! water! Just one drop for 


God's sake, somebody! 
Only one 


drop.' 


"The tender-hearted boy could stand 


the appeal no longer. Once, 
twice, 


three times, in spite of our utmost re- 
monstrance, he tried unsuccessfully to 
clear the pit. At last he gave a des- 
perate leap over the embankment, and 
once on the other side, threw himself 
flat upon the ground and crawled to- 
ward his dying foe.

When he reached the edge 
of the pit he called out to his comrades 
to clear the way for him, and with a 
mighty leap he was among us once 
more. He was not even scratched. 


" 'How could you do it?' I asked in 


a whisper later, when the crack of the 
rifles ceased for a moment. 


" 'It was something I thought of,' 


he 
said, simply. 
'Something 
my 


mother used to say to me. "I was thirs- 
ty, and ye gave me drink," she said. 
She read it to me out of the Bible, 
and she taught it to me until I never 
could forget it. When I heard that 
man crying for water I remembered it. 
The word's stood still in my head. I 
couldn't get rid of 'em. So I thought 
they meant me—and I went.

It Is confidently hoped the enormous 


export business in 
fresh and dried 


fruits last season set the pace for fur- 
ther successes in this direction. Last 
year's apple exports from the U. S. 
and Canada, 
amounting to nearly 


3,000,000 bbls., will long be remem- 
bered, and while it is too early to 
forecast the future of the coming sea- 
son, it is fair to presume that tho 
foothold we have gained in foreign 
markets, particularly the continent of 
Europe, may be maintained. While 
last year's export apple trade was un- 
precedented it was by no means uni- 
formly profitable to American ship- 
pers, who the 
coming season must 


avoid some of the mistakes then made. 
These may be grouped under the one 
general head of Improper 
selection 


and packing of fruit. Altogether too 
many common apples were barreled 
and sent abroad. 
Furthermore, too 


little care was exercised in the pack- 
ing of fruit which was really choice 
when taken from the tree, enormous 
quantities reaching the foreign mar- 
kets in unmerchantable condition. 


One of the most encouraging features 


of last season's business is the very 
favorable consideration secured 
for 


American apples in Germany. While 
most of American and Canadian ex- 
ports were consumed in the U. K., 
largely increased exports went to Ger- 
many and other portions of Northern 
Europe. 
When 
possessing quality 


these sold well, even though placed 
side by side with continental grown. 
The victory of American apples over 
German or Austrian waa one of supe- 
rior quality rather .than mere cheap- 
ness of price. It IB not unreasonable 
to presume that a permanent market 
has been found for American apples 
in Germany. In fact, the agricultural 
press of that country, ever jealous of 
American products, has for months 
been urging German farmers to work 
for better orchard results in order to 
hold the trade against imported fruits. 
Ocean freights on apples, Boston or 
N. Y. to Hamburg, are usually 70@75o 
per bbl., occasionally as low as 60c. 
The freight on dried apples has de-

TRAGIC DEATH AT DALTON,

Medical Examiner Paddock of Pittsfieid 


viewed the body at noon and ordered ' it 
removed to the Ransford home on Charn- 
berlin avenue. He states that death was 
caused by a shock of paralysis and that 
Ransford fell into the water and died in- 
stantly. The body had been in the water 
about an hour when found. 


Mr. Rausford took great pleasure in 


fishing, even at the advanced age of 80 
years. Of late he has been in poor 
health. He was born in Chatham, N. Y., 
was educated in the public schools. He 
worked at farming and when 30 years old 
went on a four-years whaling voyage.
